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Unemployment Rate 
Declining Steadily 


Five-year Michigan Employment Secu- 
rity Commission (MESC) figures show 
unemployment rates for Crawford County 
dropping significantly. 

The 1985 projected unemployment rate for 
the county is 13.5 percent, well below the 
1981 rate of 18.2 percent. 

The yearly unemployment rate has gone 
from 18.2 percent in 1981 to 17.4 percent in 
1982, 17.8 percent in 1983, and 15.2 percent in 
1984. 

The figures for 1985 are incomplete but 
projections expect the rate to be near 13.5 
percent. 

The latest monthly figures in for 1985 are 
for September which show the unemploy- 
ment rate at 11.8 percent. During Septem- 
ber, MESC figures show 4375 persons in the 
workforce. There were 3850 persons work- 
ing and 525 unemployed. 

The workforce has grown by about 225 
persons from 1981 and about 400 new jobs 
have been added. The manufacturing sector 
has added about 175 new jobs with the lum- 
ber and wood products jobs increased by 
about 125 since 1981. 


Despite the decline in unemployment 
yearly rates, the monthly unemployment 
rates did not drop below 10 percent anytime 
during the first nine months of 1989. 

The unemployment rate went from a high 
in January of 16.4 percent to a low of 10.2 
percent in August. 

The MESC figures are estimates. Some 
persons no longer eligible for unemploy- 
mént benefits are not shown in the totals. 
The labor force figures for Crawford County 
include only those persons who reside in the 
county. ,

School Closings Due 
To Be Made Up Here 


Beginning in 19& 


School closings in the Crawford AuSable 
School District will have to be made up 
beginning with the 1987-88 school year. 

Beginning that year, any school closings 
— including snow or ice days —- will have to 
be made up to comply with Michigan state 
laws, 

The Michigan legislature passed a law 
two years ago making the school year a 
mandatory 180 days. Crawford AuSable has 
not had to comply with the law yet because 
of a teacher contract signed before the law 
went into effect. 

The current contract will end before the 
1987-88 school year and Crawford AuSable 
will join other schools throughout the state 
in a scheduling ditemma. 

Do you add the extra days caused by snow 
closings to the end of the school calendar? 
Do you start school earlier? Or do you cut 
down traditional] Christmas and Easter holi- 
days? 

Crawford AuSable Assistant Superinten- 
dent Paul Lerg said if you pile extra days up 
at the end of the year you could be pushing 
the Fourth of July before you know it. The 
school year usually runs into the first week 
of June and one year Crawford AuSable had 
11 school days cancelled. (In the 1978-79 
school year, there were five snow or ice 
days, one day closed because of a county- 
wide power failure, and five days closed 
because of a flu outbreak. ) 

A longer school year or a sthool year that 
starts sooner will not be favored in the 
resort community. Currently, the resort 
businesses are supporting state legislature 


; calling for a standard school calendar to 


keep the traditional summer weeks up to 


37-88 


Labor Day free of school for people to vaca- 
tion. 

Lerg said shortened Christmas or Easter 
vacations will not be popular either. 

Crawford AuSable averages more than 
five school closings a year due to bad 
weather. About two-thirds of the closings in 
the last ten years have been due to deep 
snow and high winds. About one-third of the 
closings were on account of freezing rain or 
ice on roads. 

The process to close school because of 
dangerous roads begins at about 4 a.m. with 
Crawford AuSable Transportation Super- 
visor Vern Hoag. He checks with the Craw- 
ford County Road Commission and the 
Crawford County Sheriff Department. If it 
looks as if a problem may be developing, he 
calls the Crawford AuSable School District 
Superintendent Kent Reynolds. Reynolds 
then calls area district superintendent to see 
if there are similar weather problems in the 
nearby districts. If the superintendent 
decides to call off school, he then calls 17 
radio and television stations to broadcast 
the news. Usually the decision to close 
school is made by 6 a.m., but sometimes it is 
made later depending on the weather. 

Lerg said there have been times when 
buses began their routes and a freezing rain 
came 20 minutes later turning road slick 
and forcing school to be closed. 

Lerg said a major problem with Crawford 
AuSable is that it is the largest geographic 
school district in northern lower Michigan 
covering more than 500 square miles. The 
northern part of the district in the so-calied 
“‘snow-belt”’ may have twice as much snow

Dear Editor, 

I am writing this in 
response to the ‘‘Concerned 
Parents of Crawford 
County.” I, too, am a con- 
cerned parent and feel we 
need to address the problem 
of head lice in the school 
systems. 

For the past 3 years I have 
been a volunteer in the 
Elementary School checking 
for head lice. The volunteer 
team is comprised of nurses, 
beauticians and social 
workers who have had train- 
ing in this area. All of our 
volunteers are professionals 
as this lends credibility to 
our program and promotes 
compliance in working with 
local physicians. We a)l take 
this job very seriously and 
do our best to put the child at 
ease during the checking 
process. If a nit or a louse is 
discovered, the child is taken 
to the office and a double 
check is made using a micro- 
scope. If positive, it is at this 
time the parent is called. 
Very specific instructions 
are given to the parent and 
the child is not readmitted to 
school until a recheck has 
been done by one of our 
volunteers. ANYONE, and I 
stress ANYONE, can be a 
victim of lice. I believe we 
have a good and workable 
process in trying to control 
this problem and the best 
that can be done in view of 
the fact that we do not have a 
school nurse to coordinate 
efforts and provide more ex- 
tensive followup. 

As concerned parent 
volunteers we do our best but 
I feel the ultimate respon- 
sibility falls upon all par- 
ents. Lice is a nuisance that 
has reached epidemic pro- 
portions in our country and 
the more we know about it, 
the better chance we have of 
controlling this problem. 
Learn to check for lice; any- 
one can do it and it shouldn’t 
have to wait for the periodic 
checks we have in school. 
Our local Health Dept., your 
doctor’s nurse or any one of 
our volunteers that you 
might know would be glad to 
show you how. I know I per- 
sonally welcome a parent 
asking me what to look for so 
they can give their child a 
check at home. I have gotten 
into the habit of doing this 
daily with my own two 
daughters and it only takes a 
few minutes. 

Parent responsibility is 
essential; too many times I 


have seen parents arrive at - 


school with the attitude of 
“Not my child!” or ‘““Who did 
he get it from?’’. The par- 
ents are disgusted and any 
child will readily pick up on 
these attitudes. I have 
actually heard children 


being yelled at by their 


parents for getting lice. How 
absurd! — 

Treating lice is hard work 
and expensive and everyone 
acknowledges that but speci- 
fic instructions are given for 
a reason - to try and control 
the spread of lice. Short cuts 
and deletions of any steps 
will only compound the prob- 
Jem and prove to be far more 
time consuming and expen- 
sive in the long run as every- 
thing would need to be 
repeated as soon as lice 
recurs, 

ln conclusion, I must say I 
believe this is not the 
‘school’s problem’’; I 
believe it is our problem, If 
we have any hope of con- 
trolling this we must all be 
conscientious concerned 
parents. We cannot and 
should not wait for the schoo] 
to solve this problem. The 
Health Dept. is a source of 
information and excellent 
articles have been written 
about lice in leading 
women’s magazines, Learn 
about it, use tips in prevent- 
ing it and, if contacted, do 
everything recommended to 
get rid of it. I know I speak 
for all our volunteers when I 
say we welcome. any 
thoughts and ideas on how to 
make our program more 
successful and we desperate- 
ly need more volunteer help 
to aid with our checks at 
school.

It seems that when I’m, 
looking for one thing I 
usually find something else 
of interest and the following 
is another example. 

Back in 1847 fences must 
have been pretty important 
and the disputes relating to 
them were so many the legis- 
lature finally had to pass a 
law which authorized each 
township board to elect two 
of its members to handle 
local fence problems. 

The basic problem in those 
days was who would pay for 
a fence put up between two 
landowners? Usually they 
got together and shared the 
cost, but there were those all 
too frequent times when a 
dispute arose over the tres- 
pass of people or livestock. 
When a dispute was brought 
to the attention of the town- 
ship the two fence viewers 
went to work. They usually 
based their decision on an 
old English tradition which 
required each party to pay 
half the cost. Fence viewers 
also normally required each 
landowner to maintain the 
right half of the fence as he 
stood facing it. If the land- 
owner refused to pay, the 
law provided that the costs 
could be added to the annual 
property taxes. This law, old 
though it may be, is still 
valid as far as I know. As 
recently as 1975 the Michi- 
gan Court of Appeals upheld 
the power of fence viewers to 
Settle disputes. If you are 
thinking of running for the 
office of township fence 
viewer, the pay per viewed 
fence is five dollars which is 
to be paid by those whose 
fences get viewed.

enhanced property tax and toophole 
closing bills enacted, but ‘‘if we can reach 
agreement on a rollback, so be it.”’

BATTLE CREEK POLLUTION SUITS 

Attorney General Frank Kelley has 
notified current and past owners of land- 
fills that have been identified as sources 
for toxic chemical pollution of Battle 
Creek river and groundwater that he will 
sue for reimbursement of state cleanup 
costs. 

The suit is also to seek damages and civil 
penalties. 

Involved are two Thomas Solvent Com- 
pany sites and two Grand Trunk Western 
Railroad sites. Kelley said the state and 
federal governments have spent “‘several 
million dollars” to block the spread of the 
groundwater contamination, and the state 
has committed $1.8 million to clean up one 
Thomas Solvent site. 

He said the civil lawsuit would be filed in 
federal district court within 60 days if the 
parties do not agree to a settlement.

Interested individuals fill 
out a simple 37-item ques- 
tionnaire, available through 
Northern Michigan Health 
Services. You are en- 
couraged to include a recent 
blood pressure and fasting 
cholesterol value on the 
questionnaire. Women are 
asked the results of their 
most recent Pap Smear. 
This information can be ob- 
tained from your physician. 
In addition, you are asked 
about family medical 
history, physical activity 
level, seat belt use, and other 
factors affecting health, All 
information is treated con- 
fidentially. 

Your responses are then 
entered into the computer 
which analyzes your parti- 
cular set of lifestyle habits, 
based on your age, sex, and 
race. Results are presented 
and explained in a several 
page print-out. 

It is important to remem- 
ber that the numbers in the 
Health Risk Appraisal repre- 
sent statistics or averages.

used in place of Parsley but 
has a more delicate taste. It 
seems in Europe, people eat 
Chervil soup on Holy Thurs- 
day as a symbol of resurrec- 
tion and.a new life. Because 
its scent reminds one of the 
fragrance of Myrrh, one of 
the offerings at the birth of 
Christ, Chervil is often 
called Myrrhis. 

Costmary is another fas- 
cinating herb. I will quote 
from Rodale’s Herb Book: 
“The name of this sweet- 
smelling herb combines the 
Latin word ‘‘costus’’, for 
‘oriental plant’, with 
‘‘Mary”’ the mother of Jesus. 
Although in medieval 
France we find that cost- 
mary was called ‘Herbe 
Sainte-Marie,’”’ other histori- 
cal references identify it 
with Mary Magdalene as of- 
ten as with the Virgin Mary. 
This aromatic herb has 
always had a special place in 
Christianity. In Colonial 
times, the costmary leaf 
served as a bookmark in the 
bibles and prayerbooks of 
many devout churchgoers. 
When the long sermon grew 
boring and drowsiness set in, 
the sleepy listener treated 
himself or herself to the 
minty flavor of the costmary 
leaves in an effort te stay 
awake. Thus, the nickname 
“Bible Leaf’’ grew popular.” 

And no, I will not have 
Costmary until next sum- 
mer, darlin’. You will just 
have to keep yourself awake 
in church.

Read 
the description carefully for 
contents, size, dimensions, 
weight. If key dimensions are 
missing—skip it. 

Avoid paying with cash-— 
use check or money order. 

As soon as you receive a 
package, inspect it to be sure 
no parts are missing.

Inflate a weather balloon 
to 4-feet in diameter (or what- 
ever size you wish). 

Dip 2-inch newspaper strips 
into white glue (6 parts water 
to one part glue), removing 
excess by pulling paper 
through your fingers. Smooth 
these strips crisscross-fashion 
over the baloon until you 
have several coats. 

Let dry thoroughly then 
spray all the surface with spray 
paint or varnish to water- 
proof the paper. 

Coat the ball with instant 
papier-mache except where 
the opening will be. 

Draw a circle with a felt- 
tip pen on the side where your 
scene will go.

Tips 


{n case in all the holiday 
flutter you overlook anextra 
special friend or relative and 
want to send them a card or 
small gift -- you can send it 
by express mail. The charges 
depend on whether you have 
the item picked up at the post 
office or delivered to the 
house. Express mail depends 
upon whether you have air- 
transportation close to the 
mailing or receiving end. If no 
airport is near, your other 
choice would probably be 
special delivery. 

A mailgram can be sent by 
phoning your message, with 
a total of no more than 100 
words to Western Union 
which transmits it to the post 
office and delivery is the next 
day. 

Then there’s bus express. 
Greyhound and Trailways 
will let you ship packages in 
their baggage compartments 
on scheduled passenger runs. 
The package would get to its 
destination in roughly the 
time it would take a passen- 
ger to get there. 

UPS picks up and delivers. 
Amtrak Economy has pack- 
age services reaching their 
destination on the longest 
runs, from one coast to an- 
other in 2 or 3 days. Many 
airlines also have package 
services. Get to the airport 
one-half hour before the 
flight’s take-off; take the 
package to the ticket counter; 
pay the freight by cash or 
American Express card.
